Pouring Reserves Into Effort to 
Break Soviet Resistence; Stalin 
Calls For Second Front

The defence of Stalingrad still holds 
and Russian resistance is strengthen¬ 
ing, in spite of tremendous reserves 
brought up.by Germany. Any change 
in the battle to the death which is rag¬ 
ing round the Soviet city during the 
past week is believed to be in favor of 
the Russians. A terrific toll of tanks 
and men is being taken on the Nazi 
side and the defence of the Russians is 
also at terrible cost of life and equip¬ 
ment. German air strength is raining 
further death and destruction in the 
wreckage of Stalingrad. Not only have 
attacks been repulsed in this area of 
battle, but elsewhere along the long 
line of action the Russians report sub¬ 
stantial advance. 

Goering has added an ominous note 
in his warning to the German people 
that the coming winter would not be 
easy on the fighting fronts. But they- 
were assured they would be fed at no 
matter what cost to the rest of Eur¬ 
ope. He said there were six million 
foreigners working in Germany and 
five million prisoners of war. He as¬ 
sured the people that when Russia had 
been brought to its knees England 
would be attended to. Referring to re¬ 
cent troubles said to have broken out 
in the German army, he says, “if a 
soldier is a coward he is shot, and if a 
general deserts his troops, he, too, will 
be shot;” 

Stalin has brought more talk of a 
second front—meaning a land invas¬ 
ion—into the headlines of all nations, 
but his call to Russian allies “to fulfill 
their obligations fully and on time.” 
He ranks a second front as of first im¬ 
portance. His only direct war-time ut¬ 
terance to date has emphasized the 
need of a second front, presumably on 
land invasion basis. He has said that 
“compared with the aid which the Sov¬ 
iet Union is giving the Allies by draw¬ 
ing to itself the main force of the Ger¬ 
mans, the aid of the Allies to the Sov-
